At first glance, they all look alike, but closer exami- 
nation reveals that there are at least three varieties— 
depending on the number of holes in the C. The cover 
shown here (courtesy of Rudy Roy) has a pair of 1p OFI- 
CIAL perfins. In the one on the left the C has nine holes; 
the one on the right has only eight holes. The other single 
stamp has a nine hole C. The World Perfins Catalog illus- 
trates three varieties of the OFICIAL pattern: with seven, 
eight, and nine holes. The eight and nine hole varieties are found in pairs; the 
seven hole, so far, has not shown up with the other two.
